Who’s Who In Europe’s War 


A POLITICAL ANOMALY. 
EaBt Liverpool Review- -One of the 
really peculiar things that hapiw ned 
at the recent primary election 
in 
this county was the renomlnatlon of 
Auditor W. B. Crooks. 
It was in ’fact 
a political anomaly when all the cir­ 
cumstances are taken into considera­ 
tion. 
Of course, Crooks had the ad­ 
vantage in that his name was printed 
while that of his opponent had to be 
written on the ballot. 
Even at that, 
it is hard to conceive of a 
reason 
why Crooks 
should 
have 
received 
enough votes to nominate him or even 
to make a respectable 
showing. 
It 
can not be said, 
in extenuation 
of 
the people’s peculiar action, that they 
had not been fully enlightened on the 
subject of Crooks’ official wrong-do­ 
ings. The newspapers, regardless of 
politics, had heralded the facts to the 
uttermost parts of the county, and 
every man, woman and child who can 
read the King’s English must have 
been thoroughly 
posted. 
The 
fact 
that Crooks won out must be attribut­ 
ed to one of two causes, 
viz: 
The 
people were either too indifferent to 
write the other fellow’s name on the 
ballot or els they did not believe what 
had been said and published 
about 
Crooks. .Therefore, an element 
of 
sympathy muBt have entered into the 
equation. 


Now, if W. L. Crooks is entitled to 
sympathy and re-election 
as 
county 
auritor, every man 
who 
violates 
a 
public trust—every official who divert® 
the funds or 
misappropriate* 
tne 
money entrusted to his care—has a 
right to claim the same consideration 
at the hands of the people. There 
must not be any penalty attached to 
official wrong-doing, but, rather, the 
perpetrator of official misdeeds must 
be made a martyr to public 
opinion 
first and then hailed as a hero imme­ 
diately there after. »This Is the only 
conclusion that can he drawn from the 
nomination of Crooks, assuming, 
ot 
course, that it was sympathy 
that 
landed him a winner at the primary 
election. 
Hundreds of men who have com­ 
mitted less serious offenses against 
public morals than Cro >ks have been 
haled before the bar of Justice on 
charges of criminality. 
Crooks 
has 
been an object of mercy from the be­ 
ginning. 
When it 
was 
discovered 
that he had diverted the greater por 
tion of $1,200 of the public money to 
his own use, he was given a chance 
to make good instead of being ar­ 
rested as a:i 
embezzler. 
When 
he 
drew a check in favor of Harry T 
ilall, county treasurer, for forty-two 
hundred and some dollars, 
although 
he had only twelve hundred dollars 
in the hank, mercy was shown him 
again and he was gi\en a sufficient 
amount of grace to go out and bor 
row the deficit. 
Again, 
after 
the 
first of July, when it was discovered 
that he had again failed 
to 
turn 
over the fees due the county, 
those 
who had the power to do 
so, 
re 
Trained from causing his arrest. 
So 
sympathy has played a very promin 
ent part in Mr. Crooks’ case all along 
the line, and the poor fellow who 
steals a ham, or even a loaf of bread 
to keep his family from starving and 
has to go to prison in 
consequence 
m ust indeed feel that he is an object 
of cruel 
discrimination. 
He 
surely 
ought to have a better show than the 
fellow, who, having a munificent sal­ 
ary 
misapplies that which belongs 
to the public exchequer. 
It is said that W. L. Crooks pro­ 
poses to remain on the Republioan tic­ 
ket and seek vindication at the polls 
in November. He has taken encour- 
agement from the “vote of confidence” 
lie received at the primary and be­ 
lieves that the thing will be repeated 
at the regular election. How 
the 
Republicans oan force him off the tic­ 
ket is more than can be llgur§d out

The German estimate of the force 
I at Kiau Chau is about 3,500 people 
w'hich includes the wives and children 
of the governor and numerous offi­ 
cials stationed there; also three small 
cruisers in the harbor which in no 
way match the naval force Japan can 
assemble.

Antiquity of Death Masks. 
Although there is no mention of 
death masks In the w orks of Ilom er or 
in any of the later classics, m odem ex­ 
plorers have satisfied them selves that 
in the early burials of all nations it 
w as the custom to cover the heads and 
bodies of the dead w ith sheets of gold 
bo pliable th at they took the im press 
of the form, and not Infrequently, 
when in the course of centuries the 
embalm ed flesh had shriveled or fall­ 
en away, the gold retained the exact 
cast of the features. Sehliemann found 
a 
number of bodies “covered w ith 
large masks of guid plate in repousse 
work,’’ several of w hich have been re­ 
produced by m eans of engraving in his 
“M ycenae,' and he asserts th at there 
can be no doubt w hatever th a t each 
one of these represents the likeness of 
the deceased person whose face it cov­ 
ered.

WILL NOT INCREASE 
BOND INTEREST RATE 


W hile city officials w ere som ew hat 
discouraged by failure to receive a 
single bid on tbe issue 
of refunding 
bonds in tb e sum of $25,000 
which 
was advertised for sale a few days 
ago, it now sems th at th e city may 
yet profit by having placed 
a low 
rate of interest, four and one-half per 
cent, on th e bonds.
